from whence Antipathy and Sympathy, have their be-

Artiſt ; for it had the Venerable Eſteem of many Famous 
Perſons, (even in the firlt Age of. the World) it we may 
believe that Famous Antiquary , Joſ-phus, and T doubt 
not but molt of the Patriarcks were well acquainted with 
this kind of Learning, but we 1n this Ape are ſo ſtupid, 
to think, that it 15a thing by chance or lot, and not to be 
much relied upon, for ſay they, the Aſtrologer looks no far- 
ther than the Stars, and by their motions and aſpects, he maket{ 
a Judgment according to his own fancy, and he tells us a flory 
of 11 and 8 being Infortunes, ana of Y. and 9 being Fortunes, 
when the Stars are at that waſt diſtance, tiat it is almoſt im- 
Poſſible we ſhould feel any of their Influence.

forſake the Opinion of Placidus, whoſe Words are uled in 
the firſt part of this Book, who faith, 'The Stars cannot. be 
Signs of Effect, unleſs t'rey be Cauſes alſo ; but then you will 
ſlay, how can that be, or from whence do the Cauſes pro- 
ceed ? (I anſwer) from thoſe Governing Angels which are as 
Watch-men, appointed to Execute the Will of the Almighty, 
and that there are Szaven of thoſe Angels, ( according to 
the Number of the Planets or Erratick Stars) 1s plain trom 
Scripture, tor in the 3 of the Rev. and the 2v. St. John

Spirits, ſent forth to Miniſter for them who ſhall be Heirs of 
Salvation ; and if for miniftring Spirits to the Godly, un- 
doubtedly, they are likewiſe Scourges for the Wicked ; 
for when Balaam went about that unjult Exerciſe, the An- 
gel ſtopt him by the way ; and when the rude Sodomires 
went groping about the Street, they knew not the Reaſon, 
but might well ſuppole it ſome giddyneſs of Brain, when 
it was the Angel that {mote them with Blindneſs ; like- 
wiſe when the Agyprians firſt Born were all ſtruck dead 
in one Night, the A/rologers would Judz ſome ſtrange 
Configuration of the Planets, but it was done by an An- 
gel: Had we ſcen thoſe thouſands of the [/raelites fall fo 
{uddainly of the Flague, we ſhould have been apt to at- 
tribute it to ſome ſuddain infection of the Air, but Holy 
David ſaw it was an Angel with His Sword drawn ; 
thus humane Reaſon is apt to aſcribe Events to wrong 
Cauſes, attributing thoſe things to an ordinary courſe of 
Nature, which the God of Nature doth by 'Supernatural 
Agents ; and that every Country, City, nay, and every 
particular Perſon, hath his or their, governing Angel is ve- 
ry plain, for who can think any other, but rhat the Great 
God-looleth much Glory by our Ignorance; tor how can 
we give him the Honour due to his Name, while we con- 
ceive too narrowly of Him, and his Works: To know 
him as he 1s, is paſt the Capacity of our finite Underſtand- 
iag, we muſt have other Eyes to dilcera that incompre- 
henfible Goodneſs ; bur to ſee him in his Divine and Mi- 
raculous Works,is that whereof we ſhould be inquiſitive ; 
neither is there any thing in the World, that can ſo much 
import us ; for if we could conceive aright of this fen!i- 
ble and material World, it is enough to amaze the moſt 
enliglitned Rezion of Humanity. 
For it this Globe of Earth, in regard of the immence 
Greatneſs, Le accounted a World ? what 1thall we ſay - 
© 
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ſo many thouſand Stars, which are for the moſffpart' 
much bigger than the Earth ? how then I fayeanjwe but 
admire ſo many thouſand Worlds of rouling Light, con- 
tinually over our heads, made by the Omnipotent Power, 
and all regularly guided by the Infinite Providence of the 
great God, how {lenderly muſt that Man think of the 
workmanſ{hip of the Almighty, that looks upon all theſe 
but as ſo many "Torches ſet upin the Firmament, only ſo 
bigg as they ſeem; and contrarily with what awful reſ- 
pects mult he needs be carried to his Creator, that knows 
the vaſtneſs and perpetual motions of thoſe Glorious Bo- 
dies, ruled and upheld by the mighty Word that made 
them. 

Brute Creatures may behold theſe viſſible things per- 
haps with ſharper Eyes than us, but Spiritual Objects are 
{o farr out of their reach, as if they had no being ; near- 
eſt therefore to Beaſts, are thoſe men, who ſuffer them- 
{elves to be led wholly by their Sences, as to beleive no- 
thing but what is ſuggeſted by the purblind and untaith- 
ful Informer ; let ſuch men doubt whither they have a 
Soul in their Body or no, becauſe their Eyes never ſaw it, 
or that there are any Stars 1n the Firmament at noon day, 
becauſe they appear not, or that there is any Air where» 
in they breath, becauſe nothing appears to them, but an 


Inſenſible Vacuity ; ſurely all that know they have. Souls: 


muſt ot neceſſity beleive the rule and government of An- 
gels, which they ſee not : It from no other grounds, yet 
out of that Anology, which they cannot but find between 
this lefler and the greater World, for as this little World 
Man, conſiſts of an outward viſible Body, and an inward 
Spiritual Soul, dT Lite and Motion to that orga- 
nical Frame, fo poſleſſing all parts, that it is wholly ia all, 

and 1n each part wholly ; ſo mult it be alſo in the great 
Univerſe, the ſ{en(ible and material part whereof hath be- 
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ing and - moving from thoſe Spiritual Powers, both Sq- 
pream and Subordinate, which dwell in it, and alſo fill 
and aCtuate it, therefore every ration:l Man looks about 
with no other Eyes than St. Paul's in2.{'or. 4.18.We look 


not at the things which are ſeex, but at the things which are not 


fee: for the things which are ſeen are temporal, but the things 


which are not ſeen are Eternal.

READER 


Lthough I have freely Diſcourſed in the Marrow of 


Aſtrology, concerning the Parallels in the World, 


both by Motion and Poſition, and have incerted a Way 
how to take them; yet the Rule there, being not plain e- 
- Nough to be underitood, unleſs by thoſe that are well 
vers'd in that Way,lI have here for the ſakes of all Ingent- 
ous Perſons, explained the ſame more fully by ſome Ex- 
amples, and obſerve that thoſe Parallels are as powerful 
as any Aſpe&t whatſoever ; tor indeed they are Aſpects, 
being made when two Planets come to be equally diſtant 
trom any of the tour Angles, as if one be upon the Cuſp 
of the 117th. and another upon the Cuſp of the 9th.Houle, 
they are in Parallel, as being equally diſtant from the 
10th, Houle, fo likewiſe is one upon the 11zh. 1n paral- 
lel to one upon the 34.,being equally diftant from the Af- 
cendanrt; alſoa Planet by being placed upon tie ' 129. 1s

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Mobile they will be brought to that equal diſtance, that 
one {hall be juſt ſo far paſt the Mid-heaven, as the other 
wants to it, which when they are ſo, they are in exact 
parallel : Alſo if 2 Planets be placed in the r 17h. or 1 27h. 
by the Motion of the Primum Movile, the will be brought 
to that equallity of diſtance to de 1n exaCt Parallels: As 
it two Planets ſhould be thus placed, one in 12 Degrees, 
and another in 16 Degrees of the ſame Sign, when the 
14th. Degree comes to be upon the Cuſp of the Mid- 
heaven, the Parallel is then made ; becauſe they are both 
Juſt 2 Degrees diſtant from the Mid-heaven, obſerve the 
{ame Rule by any of the four Angles, and becauſe theſe 
Parallels are hard to fad, I will here ſhew how you ſhall 
takethem, and theexacteſt and belt way, is thus. 

Firſt, Take the Declination of that which is neareſt to 
the Angle that you take it from, with the Latitude, then 
obſerve the Degree of the Ecliptick that anſwers there- 
unto, and having found it, take the ſemidiurnal or ſemi- 
noQurnal Arch, according as the Planet is placed above 
or under the Earth; for 1it it be above the Earth, then 
take the {emidiurnal Arch, and always obſerve that Rule 
or elſe you will commit great Errors; ſo having done 
this in the Star or Planet neareſt the Angle, do in all the 
like. reſpes with that which 1s fartheſt off; which 
when'you have obtained, add the two Arches together, 
then take the diſtance from the Angle with this Caut:ian; 
that if it be from the Aſcendant, take the diſtance by ob- 
lique Aſſenſion, if from the 72h. by oblique Deſcenſion, 
or the oblique Aſcenſion of the oppoſite Point :- But if 
from the Mid-heaven or 4th, Houle, by right Aſcenſion, 
which diſtance Call the primary diſtance, then take the 
difference of Right or oblique Aſcenſion of the two Pla- 
nets, by ſubſtracting the one irom the other ; then by 
the Rulegt Proportion ſay, 4t the two Arches give ths 
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5 
difference of right or oblique Aſcenſion, what ſhall the 
{emidiurnal or ſeminocturnal Arch of that Planet give 
which is neareſt the Angle? and the product ihall be the 
ſecondary, right, or oblique Aſcention, which obſerve, 
that if the Planets be. placed one before the Angle, and 
the other after it, then {ubltract the primary diſtance of 
that which 1s ncarelt the Angle from rhe ſecondary dilt- 
ance, and the remainder 1s the arch of Direction, which 
is to be equated according to the method expreſſed in the 
Marrow of Aſtrology ; but it both Planets are placed ſhort 
of the Cuſp of the Houle, then add the primary dittance 
to the ſecondary diſtance, and you will have the arch of 
direction, which 1s to be equated as before ; and obſerve, 
that when any Significator comes the Parallel of y. or 2, 
and they be well placed in the Nativity, there Parallels 
are molt Famous, and bring as good effects as their Sex-- 
tile or Trine, but when a Significator, eſpecially the 
Giver of Life, comes to the Parallel of the Lord of the 
4th. or 8th. it moſt Certainly denotes Death; if to the 
Lord of any other Houſe being evilly placed gives a great. 
deal of Croſſes and Vexations, according to the nature 
of the Houle that they govern, but if well placed it Sig-- 
nifies a great increaſe of Felicity, according to the nature 
of the Houſe that the promittor is Lord of ; and obſerve, 
that theſe Parallels are always made by the motion of the 
Pr imum mobile from Eaſt to Weſt, and this Rule being ſo 
plain, a little Practice will make it very eaſy, neither 
can it be taught any plainer ; the beſt way for to equate 
w1ll be by the Table of Logiſtical Logarithms, ſuch as are 
in Mr. Coly's Clavis, or Mr. Streets, or which you pleaſe, 
now as to Parallels of declination, I need not ſay any 
thing of them, becauſe I have done it in the Marrow of 
Aſtrology; only take Notice, that they are nothing but 
the true Antiſcions,only in taking them obſerve the Latr. 
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as is Taught in the firit part, f+ 119, fo that Hneed*not 
_ repeat it here again. EEO, 

In the next place ſhall explain the Mundane Aſpe&s, 
which are very confiderable to be obſerved in a Nativi- 
ty ; now the Mundane Aſpects do not conſiſt of any cer- 
tain number of Degrees, but are ſomtimes ſhorter or 
longer, according to the ſemidiurnal or ſeminoQturnal 
Arches, there has been mention made of theſe Aſpe&s 
in the Marrow of Aſtrclogy, yet there is no Rule for the 
certain finding of them, and I had thoughts of taking 
the ſeveral Poles of Poflitions, and 1o to have added the 
Mundane Aſpects to the Bodies, and by them to have 
had the true Arch of Direction : And to that end I calcu- 
lated a Table of all the Aſpects, but I found that would 
not anſwer the endI intended it for : but however it will 
be of good ule, as {hall be explained 1a its proper place, 
now here ſhall be ſhewn how the Aſpects in the 
World only depend upon the ſemidiurnal and ſeminoQur- 
nal Arches, and the way of taking them, with the great- 
elt caſe imaginable, ſo that the meaneſt Capacity may 
underſtand 1t which 1s thus. 

Fisſt, Tf you were to direct the Mid-heaven to a * of 
any Star, that 1is-placed either in the 127th, Aſcendant, or 
24. you have only this to do,to take the oblique Aſcenſi- 
on of the Culp of 12:5.

tor, lubſtratt the one from the other, 'and ſo you will

Secondly. The ſame Rule is to be obſerved in the Af- 
cendant that_was in the Mid-heaven, for 1t you were to
